In 
jumping pon1c-strickeo from a swiftly- 
moving gasoline motor car which 
thi^tcned to collide with the switch 
erifene.; The car, tivhlch was run¬ 
ning • u^on the the Terminal railroad 
tracks,**^ whizzed across the Wabaa^h 
tracks, crying the englna In safety. 

But six occupants of the car 

three thought a oollision Inevitable and 
jumped. Taylor and Kem. overbal¬ 
anced after the jumc> l>eoause of the 
speed at ahich the car was gt>4ng. 
pKched forward and fell up>n the 
WatMuh iTBCka directly tn front of the 
engine. 

Mark Ehving. attorney for tho Ter¬ 
minal Association, the third man who 
ventured to leave the car, luckily 
alighted on the aide opposite the on¬ 
coming ernglne and stopped Wmself be-

Kent’s Doad Body on the Tracks. 

The body of Kent was lying bleeding 
and mangled upon the Wabash tracks. 
No trace of Taylor couW be seen, but 
Mark Ewing, who himself had fallen 
dose to the rails, had seen the w’hee!# 
of the tender and engine pass over the 
chief engineer's body. The switch en¬ 
gine crew brought the engine to a slop 
100 feet south. Ewing, followed hy 
Frauenthal. ran to the engine and found 
the body, which had been caught up and 
dragged by the fire box. 

Assisted by the trafnmrn and others 
who gathered as the news of the acd- 
deiu spread, the remaining four of the 
party, all of whom but Taylor bad been 
on pleasure bent, picked up the remains 
of their two friends. The bodies were 
carried to the Grand Avenue Wabash 
station. a*here they were allowed to re¬ 
main until a conveyance reached the 
scene.

Then both car and 
engine were probably within seventy- 
five feet of the cicrring. with the car

Chief Engineer Taylor was accus¬ 
tomed to frequently tAke motor-car 
trips, such as to-day's which ended so 
disastrously. 'XTie car was obtained for 
the purpose, and has been In uso for 
six months. It was found very useful 
as a time-saver, since Taylor was com¬ 
pelled to frequently Inspect the tracks 
of the company. To-day the trip was 
primarily one of Inspection, though 
Taylor Invited the others to go for an 
outing. The object was to go over the 
new Bell Line. 

The car Is arranged with two seats 
for passengers. The front one Is nar¬ 
rower than that In the rear, and only 
Frauenthal and Taylor, of the six per¬ 
sona. occupied It \vlM»n the accident oc¬ 
curred. In the rear seat. Ewing and 
Kent were on the outside. Both Tay¬ 
lor and Kent w'ere on the north side of 
the car, and. In Jumping were nearC'St 
the switch engine. 

The engine was No. 2 In charge of 
Engineer Emil Freebie, of 7835 Broad¬ 
way. and Fireman Frank J, fichlueter, 
of 2549 North Market street. Tilton 
Cockrell, of 3212 North Broadway, was 
foreman of the switch engine crew and 
was on board the engine.

Saw a Chance and Took It. 


Both Frauenthal and Mark Ewing 
were seen to-night at Union Station. 
Frauenthal, speaking of the accident, 
said: 

'T was operating the motor. I have 
done so on a number of similar trips, 
tb*3ugh under the supervision of 'Paylor. 
I think the engine must have been be¬ 
tween seventy-five and 100 fe<»t away 
from llM? crotsslng whon 1 saw It. We 
were between fifty and seventy-five feet 
aw^ly. I .should judge. I made up my 
mind that we had time to make It. 1 
fearbd that to slow up tvould surely 
cause a oollision. So I went ah€»id. 
'Taylor and Kent Jumped, though 1 re¬ 
member urging Taylor to remain In the 
car. The car cro8se<l In front of the 
engine without touching. It was not 
deralleil and I w'as able to stop It aUnit 
seventy-five feol east. Had everybody 
remained on the car It would have been 
all right.” 

Taylor lived at the Montlcello Hotel, 
at King's Highway and West Pine 
boulevard. He bad no children, but 
w*us married, and his wife survives him,

Leasa Has Market Value of Twenty 
Millions and Has Never Been 
Listed For Taxation. 


CASE TO BE TRIED IN MARCH. 


Louis reached Lmitavillc at 8:05 o'clock. 
Mr. J. PerclvTil Phelan. Mr. Kent's bus¬ 
iness associate, telegraphed to Judge 
James 8. Plrtle, Mr. Kent's uncle, as 
soon as he heard of his friend’s death. 
The telegram was brief—merely stating 
that Mr. Kent w'as killed by a train and 
his body would be prepared at once for 
shipment. 

At 8:15 o'clock the chief of police of 
St. Louis notified Col. Gunther by tele¬ 
graph of the death of Mr. Kent and 
asked that his relatives be notified Im¬ 
mediately. 

Judge Plrtle telegraphed to Mr. Phe¬ 
lan to send the body so as to reach 
Louisville Baiurday morning. 

Prolxibly in all the city there was not 
a young man better known than Mr. 
Kettt, He was thirty-one years of age 
and was connected with many of the 
prominent families of the South and 
Eoiet. Hia father was William Austin 
Kem, for many years meml>er of the 
firm of Stauffer. Kent A Co., of New 
Orleans, one of the best-known whole¬ 
sale hardware firms In the United 
States, His grandfather was Gov. Kent, 
of Maine. 

Mr. Kent was bom In New Orleans. 
He was educated at Exeter. Mass., nnd 
while a student was prominent In col¬ 
lege life. He was especially prominent 
as an athlete and w*:«8 a memix'r of the 
baseball team. He w*as graduated about 
ten years ago and came direct to Ix>uls- 
vllle. 

Mr. Kent's first position was with W. 
B. Belknap & Co. He remained with the 
firm for several years and then resigned 
to accept a position with Andrew Cow¬ 
an A Ot>. 

Mr. Kent was prominent In Louisville 
society. An excellent family and a meg. 
netlc personality contributed to his pop¬ 
ularity. He left Louisville about two 
months ago. He w*ent to St. Louis to 
accept a position with Mr. Phelan. Tbs 
Latter several years ago owmed a sum¬ 
mer home at Anchorage and he nnd Mr. 
Kent became warm friends. When ho 
left two months ago his relatives saw 
him for the last time. 

His mother, Mrs. Henry J, Tllford, 
and a Mister, Miss Lillie Kent, survive. 

The body will reach Ix^ulsvllle at 7:1o 
o’clock to-morn»w morning. It will be 
taken to Judge PIrile's home. 1015 Third 
avenue, where the funeral services w’lll 
be held. The time has not been defi¬ 
nitely set,

Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt and the executor of Corne¬ 
lius K. Vanderbilt, asking the Mason 
County Court to assess them for county 
and State taxation each year since 1892 
on their Ch^peake and Ohio Rallw'ay 
Company stock, valued at $186,000,000. 
The petition filed sets out that said 
railw'ay company Is Incorporated In 
Virginia. West Virginia and Kentucky; 
that It has leased for nlncty-nlne years 
the Maysville and Big Sandy railroad 
from A.shland to Newport; that said 
lease has a market value of $20,000,000, 
and has never been listed for taxation: 
that said company enjo>*8 a franchise 
of the value of $15,000,000 that has never 
been taxed, and by the failure of the 
corporation to list said lease and fran¬ 
chise for taxation In this State, the said 
Vanderbilts became liable for taxes 
upon the 310.000 shares held by each of 
them In each of the three Incorpora¬ 
tions known as the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railway Company.

BREAK UP A REVIVAL. 


When the Shooting Was Over the 
Church Was Empty Save For 
Preacher and Wounded. 


Pikoton. O., Dec. 26.—Six men w’ere 
fatal!}' wounded in a general fight at 
a Hmall country church al Pike Post- 
office last night and a panic took place 
among the wor8hli»ers. A series of re¬ 
ligious meetings were In progress at the 
church and the building was filled, 
when Charles and Orrln Day appear¬ 
ed slightly Intoxicated and announced 
that they had "enme to clean out the 
I/eggs”—a family with which the Days 
had had frequent quarrels. A general 
fight resulted In the church and 
around It. Women and children shriek¬ 
ed and sought safety from revolvers 
and knives by jumping out of the win¬ 
dows. 

Only the minister, Mr. Rowe, remain¬ 
ed. At the close six men lay fatally 
hurt. Orrln and Charles Day, Wesley 
Legg. Joseph Williams. John Currant 
and Lebanon Williams. Physicians 
were called from Plkeion and Idaho 
to attend the wounded men. and the 
Sheriff was notified. Many others 
were slightly Injured. 

A Killing At Jackson. 

Jackson, Ky., Dec. 26.—F. A, Bullock 
was shot and killed to-day on the out¬ 
skirts of the city. Eatil Back. Johnson 
Hubrook and Joshua .Miller have be<»n 
arrested and a warrant Issued for the 
arrest of Claud Day. Miller, w'ho has 
just returned home home from iier\'lng 
a sentence in the penttemlary, received 
a bad wound In the arm. Bullock leaves 
a widow and two daughters.

Washington, Dec. 26.—[Special.]— 
When Gov. Shaw takes hold of the 
Treasury Department next month he 
will find a surplus of something like 
$45,000,000 awaiting him. This sundus 
Is constantly Increasing, and. as the 
Treasury Department, especially the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, needs sotiie 
lime to prepare for the change of rates 
after Congress legislates. It will prob¬ 
ably be four months before an act de¬ 
signed to reduce revenue will become 
operative. In the meantime receipts 
are exceeding expenditures at the rate 
of $7,000,000 a month. There has al¬ 
ready been considerable reduction In 
aggregate receipts, but expenditures 
have dropped unexpectedly low, aggre¬ 
gating about $286,000,000. as compared 
with $265,000,000 for tho same period 
last year. This is mainly due to the 
reductions made In the disbursements 
for the War and Navy Deixirtments. 
The legislation of the lost Congress re¬ 
duced Internal taxes about $18,000,000 
for the past six months. Instead of $18,- 
000,000 or $20,000,000. as was estimated 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 'The 
customs receipts have Increased ever 
$7,000,000. reducing the actual reduction 
of revenue for the six months to lc*»s 
than $6,000,000, as compared with tbs 
corresponding period of the last fiscal 
year. 

The civil expenditures the coming fis¬ 
cal year will be added to by legislation 
anticipated by the present Congress, 
The Nicaragua canal, the naval In¬ 
crease. the ship subsidy, rivers and 
harbors and public building bills will 
make quite an Impression ufion tho 
Treasury, but ev'en with these In¬ 
creased expenditures the new Scc^tary 
w'ln be annoyed by the surplus. 

Regardless of the armiunts authorised 
by the Nicaragua canal and o:her meas¬ 
ures provisions will undoubtedly be 
made regulating the expenditures, so 
that no6 more than a specified amount 
shall he expended each Vear. As an off¬ 
hand estimate Treasury officials say tno 
expenditures fur Nicaragua and ih.- Sutx. 
sidy Bin will be fifteen or twenty mil¬ 
lions per annum. The advc-cates cf the 
ship subsidy limit the dUbursemen^i on 
that acccrunt to $9,000,000. If author s d. 
the Isthmian canal will require a sum 
approxkYULtlng $10,000,000, 

Recent large exp^^rlations of goltYhave 
not made material impression on the 
'Treasury holding. The aggregate now 
held in gold is $538,537,299, an IncreaFS 
since January 1 of $61,000,000. Com¬ 
pared with the first of July last, there 
has been an increase In the gold held of 
over $44,000,000, Excluding both those 
funds the Treasury has In free gold at 
this lime over $114,000,000. which la 
available In meeting current obi gallons.

necejioary for the dfsclrdlne and cmclency 
of the public service. The power of re¬ 
moval is not affected by the law or the 
rules, further than that they provide 
that removals shall not be made for po¬ 
litical or religious reasons.* 

“The rule of the Pr»*sldenl. July 7, 1S97, 
requiring that a pers<»n should only bo 
removetl for just cause and upon reasons 
In w'riting and nfirr an opportunity for 
making answ’er, was for the purpose of 
preventing political or religious remo\’nls 
or removals upon secret ch.argcs. but wau 
In no way intended to curtail the power 
of removal for Just cause. Under this 
rule tho reasons for n removal are to l e 
a matter of record, hjiit It doea not Im¬ 
pair In the slightest degree the prompt 
exercise Of the power of dlHclpllne.

Monday ho was feeling bad and Tues¬ 
day acute ascending paralysis devel¬ 
oped.. He was unconsedous several hours 
before his death. Tlie burial will take 
place at Greenfield. hLi old home. Sat¬ 
urday or Sunday. Exercises will be held 
here to-morre^w. 

Prof. Glascock was forty-four years 
old and he had been superintendent of 
the city schools since September. 

Last year he was associate professor of 
pedagogy In Indiana University. He 
was the son of Robert Glascock, cf Han¬ 
cock county. Prof. J. L. Qiasenek. a 
brother, is now superintendeiU of the 
city schools of Lafayette, and Jasper X. 
Glascock, another brother. Is a teacher 
In this county. Mrs. Hays Shinn, of 
this city, is a sister, and there Is a half- 
brother and half-sister, the result of his 
father's second marriage. Early in his 
educational career Prof. Glascock wed¬ 
ded Miss Alice Clevlston. of Greenfield, 
who with a son 5 ur\ive 8 him. Prof. 
Glascock was a man of fine physical ap¬ 
pearance. over six feet tall and weighed 
240 pounds.

As an educational worker Prof. Glas¬ 
cock was known all over Indiana, espe¬ 
cially amoniT school offleers and teach¬ 
ers. FV?r many years he was In demand 
as an Instructor at county teachers* In¬ 
stitutes. In his earlier years he was a 
teacher In a country school. He out¬ 
grew the narrow limits of a rural schcol, 
however, and was called into the Green¬ 
field city schools, where he taught f‘ir 
Bome time. He w’as superintendent cf 
the Hancock county schools for four 
years and then became superintendent 
of the Greenfield public schools. 

He went to IndianaptMis In UHl to be¬ 
come chief deputy under State Superin¬ 
tendent Voriee. He served in this office 
until Octot>er, 18&4, when he resigned to 
become superintendent of the State In¬ 
stitute for the Blind. Fh-of. Glasccck 
was at the head of that Institution until 
Januar>% 1898, whtrn he resigned to l)e- 
come a student at the State ITnlvenAity 
at Bloomington, to better prepare him¬ 
self for educational w'ork. He comp eted 
the course at Bloomington and went to 
the Chicago University, where he fur¬ 
ther pursued his studies along the same 
lines. He then returned to Blooming¬ 
ton, where he look charge of the public 
schools.

NEW CONSTITUTION 

RATIFIED BY METHODISTS. 


It Gives Women the Right To Sit As 
Delegates In the General Con¬ 
ference. 


Chicago, Dec. 26.—Announcement wos 
made here to-day that the new oonsKl- 
tutk>n of the M€^hodlsi Episcopal 
Church, which was* adopted at the last 
general conference of that denomina¬ 
tion, held at the Auditorium in 1900, 
and referred to the various conferences 
throughout the country, has finally 
been approved by the three-quarter 
vote required. The vote Is ns foUowrs: 
Ayes. 8.196; nays. 2,513. The element 
which opposed the new organic l.^w of 
the church because it pr.Txdded for the 
admission V women aa del ♦•gates to 
the general conference, made war on 
the new constitution all along the line, 
but met with defeat. One hundred and 
twenty-one annual conferences votFfd 
on the question, a total of 10,709 ballots 
being cast by delegates. The principal 
changes provided for by the new con¬ 
stitution are: 

It gives w'otnen the right to sit as 
delegates in the general conference. 

It gives laymen's electoral meetings 
auth<u 1 ty to vote on constitutional ques¬ 
tions.

Titurs'lay Evening. Dec. 26.—The volume 
of tmnsactlonn was materially Increased 
In Well street, and somethlnR like a bear 
panic carnn In Siiipir, with material ad¬ 
vances In other shares near the close. 
The dealings In Sugar went over ^.OOCI 
aharen. and after a dritre to 103% It w.ig 
rallied In the afternoon to 113%. closing 
at 112 bid. Railroad stoc!cs were forced 
Iow€‘r on decreases In earnings for some 
Important roods, but rose materially In 
the afternoon. Money was easier on bond 
purchases, ranging from 4©7 per cent, on 
call, and closing at 4 bid and offered at 
4%. The market looks for a rapid re¬ 
turn of money from the Interior. Ster¬ 
ling was nrro. Government bonds were 
strong and railroad Iwues firm. 

Grain was strong, wheat closing H#Sc 
higher. Corn was a shade cosier, hut 
oats closed up Ribs were 

J5c higher, and pork gained 32>4|C. Cotton 
was quiet. 

Cattle fn Chicago were strong and ac¬ 
tive at nrsG but closed dull. Hogs were 
active and 10c higher. Sheep gained 10^ 
l&c, and lambs l&^35c. 

Growth of Interurban Bail ways. 

The rumor of a trolley street railway 
to connect St. Louis with New York, a 
scheme of more Importance than that 
of the Everett-Moore syndicate, which 
it to bind together all the lake cities, 
Is an Indication of the wonderful 
progress made In the building of tnter- 
urban electric lines. The wonder Is in¬ 
creased when It Is recalled that It was 
only fifteen years ago that electricity 
waa Introduced as a motive power for 
street railways. People who visited the 
Southern Exposition, held In this city 
in 1883. may recall the little electric car 
line that ran around Central Park, and 
was then looked upon as nothing nmwe 
than an ingenious toy. Now It has dis¬ 
placed animals and cables, and all other 
forms of traction power In cities, and 
Is rapidly being applied to Interurban 
transportation. The Interurban road was 
first Installed less than ten years ago. 
and two years since the invention of the 
trl-phase system of powder trancmlsslon 
enormously stimulated construction of 
both freight and passenger systems. 

As street railway transportation Is 
the greatest boon to residents of cities, 
especially workingmen, who are thus 
enabled to get the advantage of cheap 
suburban homes, and are carried 
promptly, swiftly and saJely to their 
w’ork. so the Interurban railway prom¬ 
ises a like boon to the Inhabitants of 
rural communities. Thej* at once open 
up communication between, neighbors 
and markets, adding Immensely to the 
attractiveness of rural life and Increas¬ 
ing the valuations of farming and 
suburban property. Besides carrying 
passengers, they are now undertaking 
the transportation of freight and ore 
thus enabling farmers new facilities, 
both for marketing their products and 
for buying of the cheaper and more ex¬ 
tensive stocks of the great city stores. 

Tile trolley lines are enabled to do 
this because of the great cheapnetss 
of the power: the fact that the cars can 
be token up grades which are Impoiw- 
Bible to steam locomotives, and the 
lower capitalization of the lines. The 
average capitalization of steam rall- 
roade, according to the report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for 
1900, was 3C1.000 per mile, while the 
average capitalization of Interurban 
roads is only 135.000 yier nrlle. Operating 
expenses are al^ very much less, the 
average for steam railroads being 64 9 
per cent, and of the trolley lines only 
54 per cent- In exceptional cas^s the 
operating ratio may go as low* as 40 to 
45 per cent. On the other hand, the 
earnings are very Jargo. the trolley hav. 
Ing fixed fare.A for certain distances, 
while the passengers may not go more 
than u third or n quarter of the w.iy. 
On steam railroad.** passengerr are 
cliarged fio much i»er mil*-. 

The Interurban rcjads have every

Which Canal Riute? 

The storkhoMer.s of the Panama canal 
having instrutded the management JLo 
sell out for the best price that can be 
secured, it Is likely that the United 
States can g?t It for 340.000.000 or 3:.0.- 
000.000 instead of the f109.14l.500 asked 
urlglnally by M. Hulln. Furthermore, 
the company w’lll not seek to be made 
a partner in the enterprise. The 
changed conditions will make U more 
dlfhcull than ever to chviose be¬ 
tween the two routes, already a suffi¬ 
ciently sterplexlng problem, and there 
are many considerations In favor of the 
route chosen by DeLe8aei>e. The Isth¬ 
mian Canal Commission recommended 
the Nicaraguan route, but that was 
naturally Influenced by the early de¬ 
mands of M, liutln, president of the 
French comp.any. In view of the con¬ 
cessions It Is likely the matter will be 
taken up again. 

The commiMiton found certain advan¬ 
tages in each of the routes and disad¬ 
vantages as compared with the other. 
The cost under the new conditions will 
be about the same. The commission es¬ 
timated the \*ahie of the Panama plant 
and work done at 140,000.000, The ex¬ 
cavating already done was figured at 
127,474.033; $6,850,000 was allowed for 
the BtiX'k of the Panama railroad at 
par, and li'.OOO.OOO for the ma|>s. draw¬ 
ings and records with 10 i>er cent, added 
for cost of ointzslons. It Is estimated 
that It will require ten years to com¬ 
plete the Panama, while the Nicaragua 
can be built In eight. On the other hand, 
the commission figures that the expense 
of constructing the Niearagua canal will 
be $45,630,740 more than In the case of 
the Panama, and that the annual cost 
of maintenance will be 11,300.000 more. 
This annual cost at 3 per cent, woul 1 
represent an extra outlay of $43,333,333 
If provided for by a funded loan. The 
Panama would also be a sea level canal, 
while the Nicaragua would require a 
number of lt>ck*. The Nicaragua route 
wrould be the rnost convenient for pas¬ 
sage from our Eastern ports to the Pa¬ 
cific coast and the Orient, two days be¬ 
ing gained over the .Jr^nama, but for 
voyages to South America the Panama 
would offer great advantages. 

The engineering estimates have been 
drawm up after very careful investiga¬ 
tion and may be relied upon. Inci¬ 
dental questions must arise as to cost, 
but it would seem that the cheaper 
maintenance of the Panama route en¬ 
titles it to favorable consideration. 
Either Is practicable, but the Panama 
being only about a third of the length 
of the Nicaragua gives It an advantage 
that cannot be Ignored. Besides, In the 
opinion of a great many engineers It 
Is the better of the two routes for en¬ 
gineering reasons. It follows, therefore, 
that the offer of the Panama stockhold¬ 
ers ought to be carefully considered. 


Mr. Barrett’s Farewell, 

In severing hfcs connection with the 
Pan-American Congress United States 
Delegate John Barrett took occasion to 
make an extended address. 

What Mr. Barrett said has a certain 
Interest In connection with the state¬ 
ment that ha a been widely published 
that the United States have been to a 
great extent disappointed In the delib¬ 
erations of the conference. In fact, not 
a great deal was expected from this 
meeting by the people of the United 
States, and the lack of interest felt In 
it has been reflected In the meager re¬ 
ports published by most of the news¬ 
papers of ’Ihe country. It Is tnie. how¬ 
ever, In a great way, that the holding 
of the congrefs has given occasion to 
the publication m the Spanish-Amerlcsn 
press of NNirious articles expressing 
dlstmst of the United States, of which 
the following from the Buenos Ayres 
Herald may *€r\'e as a specimen: 

•*It would be a distinct gain If the peo¬ 
ple and the Government of the Ignited 
Statee would got over the notion that this 
part of the world lies awako nights think¬ 
ing how overwhelming is its love and ad¬ 
miration. We SB a i>eople do not love the 
TTnlted 8tat*»s; we ere envious, suspicious, 
proud In the exact ratio of our weak¬ 
ness. and our trend is all toward Europe 
and not toward the United States, and 
they who represent us to the contrary do 
It through ignorance or they seek diplo¬ 
matic statements or well-rounded perliKls. 
and the sooner Amciiceirs recognise the 
truth the better will It bo for them and 

U8.‘* 

The people of the I'nlted States have 
read expressions of this sort without 
surprise. They also are not lying awake 
at night yearning for the admiration 
of LaUn-Americans, for they know that 
If they did they w'ould suffer severely 
from Insomnia. Still our people are not 
wholly Indifferent to the good opinion 
of th4»1r neighbors, and are willing to 
disabuse their minds of unfoundetl sus¬ 
picions If It can be done without too 
much exertion. 

It 8t*ein8 to have been partly with a 
view to doing this that Mr. Bam*-tt 
made his farewell speech. He spent 
a good deal of time In explaining to 
the other members why the American 
delegates could not commit their Gov¬ 
ernment ard people to anything defi¬ 
nitely until It was ratified by the B»*na- 
tors. representhig forty-five States, who 
are not responsible to the President or 
the Stale De|>orimen)t. This jiecullarlty 
of our Government, however, ought to 
hav<* been well enough known to the 
other delegates, who must be presumed 
to have devoted some attention to our 
form of Government, the more so as 
most of their countries have made It 
their model. Further on. however. Mr. 
Barrett came to spmk of the sort of 
opposition w'hlcb the f'nlted States 
ilelegates had had to meet in the Con¬ 
gress. It was a somew'hat deJiraie sub- 
pH'l upon which to touch, but Mr. Bar¬ 
rett probably thought that as he was 
on the point of going away he could 
olTonl to mention 11. He said frankly 
that what they hud been obliged to 
m4H>t was the opposition and criticism 


cf what is calleil the clerical press In 
Mexico, Central and South America. 
He parried this criticism rather cleverly 
when he said that the clerical press of 
the United States Is In sympathy with 
the Government, and stands with It to 
aid Its purpose to promote cordial re¬ 
lations with all the countries of the 
Western hemisphere. He, therefore, in¬ 
sisted that the clerical press In that 
section spoke only for itself. This was 
not, t>erhnps. exactly fair, as there is 
no clerical press In the United States 
representing a distinct political party, 
as In some Latln-Amerlcan countries. 
It Is, however, quite true that the near- 
i^t approach we have to a clerical press 
Is quite with the Gm-cmment, without 
reference to the party in power, in de¬ 
siring to preserve the t>est possible re¬ 
lations with all our neighbors, and that 
Is a fact which it w'as certainly peiil- 
nent to mention. In Spnntsh-Amerlcan 
countries clerical is another name for 
Conservative, as opposed to the Lib¬ 
eral party, a distlnctUm that does not 
obtain In the United States, where re¬ 
ligious new'spapers are either neutral 
In politics or divided In their political 
preferences. At all events Mr. Barrett 
was quite right In assuring his hearers 
that the American people were practi¬ 
cally unanimous In desiring to see other 
American republics enjoying the largest 
liberty and the greatest prosperity. 

Mr. Barrett also essayed the rather 
difficult task of explaining to the Latin- 
Americans what they call our Chinese 
(tarlfTi wall. He assured them that this 
was not erected out of any hostility 
to them, but W'os due to the necessity 
of protecting every part of a great 
countiy with many diversified Indus¬ 
tries. It is doubtful whether this was 
very 8at!sfactor>* to the representatives 
of the other countries. It Is true, how¬ 
ever, though Mr. Barrett forgot to men¬ 
tion It. that 'jatin-Amerlcans have less 
reason than the people of some other 
countries to complain of our tariff, 
which admits many of the products of 
their countries free of duty, mutably 
coffee and rubber. Nevertheless, the 
disposition of the South Americans to 
trade with Europe Is not wholly con¬ 
trolled by sentiment, and It wrill >ield 
whenever our peot)l6 are able and will¬ 
ing to offer them the goods they want 
at lower prices and on as favorable 
terms as others. The conditions of suc¬ 
cessful trade with La tin-America are 
by this t.me pretty well understood, and 
no number of International conferences 
can materially change them. 


FOR SCHLEY. 


Here Is a paragraph from the New 
York correspondence of the Philadel¬ 
phia Ledger: 

"Senator Platt admits that Mayor-r|**ct 
Low has asked for the passage of a bill 
amending the Raln*«s law. The Senator 
says he has taken the matter into consid¬ 
eration. but does not disclose the charac¬ 
ter of the legislation desired by Mr. Low, 
nor does he say that It is likely to be 
enacted. Ho simply says he la consider¬ 
ing the proposition. The probability Is 
that neither Low nor Jerome will get 
what he wants in this matter, and that 
the new Mayor will have to accommodate 
hlR policy to existing laws and condi¬ 
tions.*’ 

To fully appreciate this It must be 
borne In mind that Platt Is not a mem¬ 
ber of the House of Representatives of 
the Slate of New York, nor of the Sen¬ 
ate of the State of New York: neither 
\ 

Is he Governor of the State of New 
York. Yet It Is to the I.^l8lature and 
Governor of the State of New York that 
the city of New York must look for an 
amendment of the Raines law; while 
Mr. Platt's duties are supposed to be 
at Washington, In the Senate of the 
United Statea "Our system of consti¬ 
tutional government" Is a sounding 
phrase which can often be contracted 
Into one w'ord—"Boss." ^ 

At a dinner this week to Justice 
O'Brien, one of the winners at the re¬ 
cent Now York election, ex-8enator 
David B. Hill told a pointed story. "I 
met a man the other day who talked 
about the election. 1 was careful about 
my utterances. Then he told a story 
of a man who saw a funeral, and asked 
a bystander who had died.

Society Celebrates Washington’s Vic¬ 
tory At Trenton With a,Ban¬ 
quet. 


The Kentucky Society. Skjns of the 
American Revoluilon. had a banquet 
last e\enlng at Klein's which had ss 
ltf» original purpose the annual com¬ 
memoration of Washington’s great vic¬ 
tory at Trenton. But the local celebra¬ 
tion took on Increased Interest by the 
Introduction and unanimous appro\'al 
of tw»> hctH of resolutions, which showed 
that the society p ood resolutely by 
Rear Admiral Sf'hley. and were also op- 
p.>sed with equal Intensity to anarchy 
or sny of Its bre^d.

The Kentucky Society, Sons of the 
American Revolution, d» sires to express 
In the strongest terms Us admiration for 
and confldence In Rear Admiral W. 8. 
Si'hley, the hero of Santiago, and ask the 
8 cnntf^s and UeprcFsentatlvea In Congress 
from Kentucky to do all In their power 
to secure for him the reward that Is so 
justly his 

Resolved. That copies of this action oo 
the part of the Kentucky Society be sent 
to Re.ir .\dmlral Schley, the Senators and 
Representatives from this State. 

The society on the subject of anarchy 
spoke clear and true. President McKin¬ 
ley's assastslnatlon w'as most heartily 
deplored, except In so far os his awful 
taklng-off might "result In a greater re¬ 
spect for the law’ and a more con- 
sclentlou'v execution thereof," 

The society In this connection Indorses 
"so much of President Roo.welt‘s mes¬ 
sage as refers to anarchy," and sug¬ 
gests that It be made a part of the 
course of Instruction In the public 
schools, "that the children may know 
the horrors of amarchy and that liberty 
Is not license." 

The society also urges Kentucky Sen¬ 
ators and Congressmen "to support any 
measure that will rid the country of 
anarchists, and forever keep out all 
those who hold to such damnable doc¬ 
trine." 

This resolution. In full, Is ns follows; 

No thoughtful man, w'ho lovrs his coun¬ 
try, can view with unconcern the grow¬ 
ing feeling of unrest that Is among the 
nuisses of the people, and which found its 
exprosslon in the drplorsble Assassination 
of William McKinley, late President of 
the United States. 

If the untintely taklng-off of President 
McKinley shall result in greater respect 
for the law and a more conscleutlous 
execution thereof, then will his removal, 
horrible os it was. have been a greater 
blessing than his life could possibly have 
been. 

This society deplores the death of com- 
{latriot McKinley, end to his wife we 
extend our sincere sympathies, and to the 
people we commend hla example as an 
humble Christian. 

We indorse so much of President Roose¬ 
velt's im^seage os refers to anarchy, and 
suggest that the School Board of this 
city do, as has been done In other places, 
make It a part of the course of Instruc¬ 
tion in the public schools, that the chil¬ 
dren may know the horrors of anarchy 
and that liberty is not license. 

Resolved. That our Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives In Congress be urged to sup- 
lK)rt any measure that will rid the coun- 
irj- df anarchists and forever keep out all 
those who hold such damnable doctrine. 

Resolved. That copies of this he sent to 
the B<’hool Board, fne Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen from this State.

The Board of Aldermen at its meet¬ 
ing last night adopted the tax levy, fix¬ 
ing the rate at II.mD. There was but 
little discussion of the levy, although 
Mr. 0*Br>’an wanted the pro rata for 
street reconstruction inert^sed from six 
and a half to twenty cents. The levy 
will yield the city 11,876,172. Mr. Weis- 
singer ma<)e a strong speech in favor of 
the levy, and censured the members of 
the last Council for their misrepresen- 
tationa concerning the present levy. 

The Aldermen also passed the two 
ordinances fixing the number and sala¬ 
ries of the employes of the two execu- 
ti\’e boarda 

The lower board passed an ordinance 
allowing a law clerk to the Mayor at an 
annual salary of (1,500. Warwick Miller, 
Clerk of the Criminal Court, is tipped 
for the position. 

UPPER BOARD. 


Mr. Weissinger Explains Some of the 
Republican Methods In Discussing 
Tax Levy—Ordinance Is Passed. 

When the Board of Aldermen was 
called to order, Mr. Harris was the only 
absentee. Ordinances fixing the num¬ 
ber and salaries of the employes under 
the executive boards w’ere received 
from the lower board and W'ere referred 
to the Finance Committee. Mr. Barth, 
of the Finance Committee, then pre¬ 
sented the tax levy which passed the 
lower board last week. The commit- 


Mr. Weissinger then prese.ited figures 
showing that the greatest amount the 
present Council could apprc>prlate was 
11.996.76?. while the preceding Cmincil I 
arproprlated 1126.151 more than this ' 
amount, making up the eum which the I 
levy did not FUpply by ii«lng hark taxis 
r'ceived and other moneys In the treas¬ 
ury. He said that there were now out¬ 
standing over $100,000 of warrants for 
r.H)l, whlc-h will use up all tnc back 
taxes. Therefore, he said, the only 
money the present Council can appro¬ 
priate is that raised by the tax levy. 

The question was then put and the 
orcknance w'as passed, Messrs. O’Bryan 
and Smith being the only ones voting 
against its adoption. 

The two ordinance's fixing the number 
and salaries of the employes of the ex¬ 
ecutive boards were reiwrted favorably 
by the Mnan<.*c Committee and were 
put on their passage. Col. Cohn ob¬ 
jected to the passage of the ordinances. 
He wild the pc ;p;e bel eved the police 
and firemen did not gel a fair deal In 
the distribution of salaries. He said 
that to make these two departments 
more efficient the s^ilarles of the polk'O 
and firemen should be graduated ac¬ 
cording to the lime they oerv^ed the city. 
He offered an amendment providing 
that after each five years of faithful 
»er\ice, the pay of members of both 
departments should be Increased twen¬ 
ty-five cents a day. Thus, after five 
yeanf service police and firemen should 
receive 12.60 per day, after ten years 
$2.76 per day, after fifteen years' service 
$3 per day and to on. indefinitely. Col. 
Cohn's motion was not a«?conded, Al¬ 
though several men said they w^ere In 
favor of the fdan. 

The original ordinances w^ero passed 
unanimously. 

An adjourning resolution to January 
7 was then passed. 

The ordinance creating the pwltlon of 
clerk to the City Controller at a salary 
of $1,600 per annum was passed. The 
bill of $600 of Dr. J. E. Caahln for ana¬ 
lyzing the water of Goose creek was 
allowed. 

The ordinance providing fVjr a clerk to 
the City Buyer at a salary of $1,200 per 
annum was passed. 

The rep«>rt of the Railroad Commit¬ 
tee was called for. There was no an¬ 
swer and Mr. Tri moved that the com- 
mittet^ be asked to report at once on 
the ordinance requiring vestibules on the 
street cars.

from the lower board. Mr. Knecht 
moved the adoption of the ordinance. 

Mr. 0*Br>’an was the first speaker on 
the matter. He said that Louisville 
people did not object to higher taxes 
If they "got a run for their money."

BLIZZARD IN THE 

INTER-MOUNTAIN REGION. 


Wind, Sleet and Snow Storms Are 
Flaying Havoc With Trains In 
the Northwest. 


Salt Ijike, Utah, Dec. 26.—Sleet and 
mow .®<orms. accompanied by wind 
which at some points almost reached 
the velocity of a hurricane, have played 
havoc with the train and telegraph 
service in the Northwest. In the moun¬ 
tains Wf'Sl of Missoula, Mont., the snow* 
and sleet w’ere blinding. The storm Is 
still raging In the mountains, all trains 
are more or less delayed, while tele¬ 
graph service Is completely prostrated. 
Bpokane. Wash., so far as telegraph 
rvrvlce Is cone‘rn»Ml, Is completely cut 
off from the outside w irld. At Buil»*, 
Mont., ‘the snow, driven by a fierce 
wind, w’ns bo thick that It was Impus- 
slble to see acn>88 the street. The 
storms apparently ex end clear through 
to tho coast. Seattle, Tacoma and oth^r 
points reimrted lerrtfic wind, and ma¬ 
rine disasters are feared. High winds 
are reported from Utah polnu to-day 
and every indication points to a fevere 
blizzard in the Intermountain region.

Soonrr *jr .a ter, the school in ’ 
any community rtses or falls to Ihs level I 
cf the overage home life there. True, a 
teacher Is aonutimes engaged who has 
Ideals isr In a«1vanee of iho average home 
life in the nclghborliood where he works. 
Me may, In a nw^Hure, succeed In chang¬ 
ing the very homes about him, through 
his influence upon the children, and, 
through thorn, upon the parents. But the 
chances are he will find it decidedly an up¬ 
hill road on which he travels. The full 
results of his labor will be hindered by 
apathy or criticism, producing small ap- 
t>arent fruitage, until ths pufills. whom 
ho has Instructed, have become home¬ 
makers. and. In their turn, guardlano of 
the school. Even then It will be found 
that much of this teacher's instruction 
Is like seed by the wayside, or that which 
fell among thorns, it has not found root 
or has been checked or hindered In Its 
growth by the subtle and far-reaching 
Infiuenco of the home life of his pupils.

Walter MrOuMoch, of Jeffersonville, 
who accompanied a committee to Wash¬ 
ington to confer with Secretary Root 
about the establishment of an army post 
near the faJIs of the Ohio, does not think 
that every chance Is lost for securing the 
location on the Indiana side. He said 
yesterday: 

"You will see that the Imperialistic 
Idea of ha\*1ng 30,000 or 40.000 acres of 
ground will be abandoned. Ttiere are 
many reasons for this. To beg.n rvlth 
It will be Impossible to get desirable 
land at a point suitable to the demands 
of the QovernmenL It has been dem¬ 
onstrated that the concent ration of large 
bodies of men is detrimental. But the 
chief reason for believing the idea of 
becretary Root and President Roose¬ 
velt will never be realized Is this: The 
ground now talked about would cost 
cl(»8e to $6,000,000. Add the cost of build¬ 
ings and the sum is doubted. 1 was in¬ 
formed in Washington by men wf)o 
know that Congress would never make 
an appr<3ptiatlon of this magnitude. 

"In the end 1,000-acre tracts, or per¬ 
haps a little larger, will be fourvd suit¬ 
able. Bui'h a tract Is located wjrtiln 
three-quarters of a mile of the city lim¬ 
its of Jeffersonville. It is above the 
flood msTk of 1884. The ground Is of 
a sandy loam, with a strata of gravel. 
On the north side is an elevation of 
twenty-five feet, suitable for sham bat¬ 
tles. 

"Secretary Root. In setting forth his 
ideas, fairly made one’s hair rise In de¬ 
scribing the training of soldiers for 
fighting on the field. He said It was the 
intention to have real warfare wUh the 
single exce^>tlon of bloodshed. 

”1 desire to say thax Indiana Is not 
out of this contest by any means, and 
with Secretary Root out of the Cabinet 
Indiana will get the location of an army 
post.”

The bears In the stock market beat a precip¬ 
itate retreat in the latter hour* of the day'e 
session at the Stock Exchange and their eager 
ruflb to buy In order to cover short contracu 
developed a fairly buoyant condition before the 
close. There were some relapses tn tho more 
volatile stocks, but the closing generally was 
strong and active and near the top level. The 
volume of dealings showed a material Increaae 
over that prevailing for the last few days. 
The bears were Inclined to continue their cam¬ 
paign when the market opened thla morning 
and they effected a number of sertcu* inroeda 
upon prloe*. But they soon became aware 
that their offering* wer* being absorbed tn a 
volume and conAdenc* which sounded a warn¬ 
ing.

The vigorous sup{K)rt 
accorded this stock and the success achieved In 
driving the bears to cover in it were important 
factors In turning ths general market upward 
and tn swelling ths demand for other stocks 
to on extent which lessened Buxar's prupurilupn 
of dealings in the market.

The L. and N., it 
Is said, announced that It would refuse 
to receive said car or any oar of live 
stock originating from Central S-tocI^- 
yards. Ky.. and destined to the B<.»ur- 
bon stockyarda 

Bornwasser is a pork packer In the 
eastern portion of the city and It Is al¬ 
leged that the distance from Central 
Stockyard.!, Ky., Is too great to drive 
the hogs through the street. 

Judge Miller granted a restraining or¬ 
der and the motion for a preliminary 
injunction will be lieard January 4.
